WANTS REAL CHANCE 

These pressures have arisen in connec- 
tion with the continuance of Dr. Jarring's 
mission. Dr. Jarring has apparently told 
Israel, the Arabs and the big powers that 
he would not agree to continue unless there 
is a real chance to break the impasze into 
which his mission has falien. He has there- 
fore pressed for some concrete evidence 
from the sides of a prospect of making 
headway. :

CAIRO. — Religious leaderg representing 
750 million Moslems in 34 countries called 
on Sunday for “a ‘holy war against Israel, 
which had “desecrated Moslem shrines in 
Jerusalem.” ,

ference in Cairo on Sunday, said in their 
resolutions that because of Israeli actions, 
“Jihad” was now mandatory on every Mos- 
lem according to the Koran.-“There is ag- 
gression against Arab and Moslem terri- 
tories; there is violation of religious rites 
and shrines;.there is the expulsion of Mos- 
lems and Arabs from their homes; and 
there ig cruelty and brutality in the killing 
of old people, women: and: children,” the 
resolutions said. 

The conference urged Moslem countries 
to mobilize material and moral resources 
and to train all men to carry weapons. It 
said that “cooperation with the enemy in 
any form is ἃ violation of islamic teach- 
ings.”

“a religious duty to liberate Jerusalem, 
and to preserve lis sanctity and Arab 
character.” .It called on .Moslem govern- 
ments to help Palestinian terrorists. 


Rome expels Soviet official | 
after spy cell uncovered 


ROME (Reuter). — Italy decided yesterday to expel 8 Soviet Embassy man for 
espionage after a duplicating machine's tiny counting unit led to the discovery of 


a spy cell in the Foreign Ministry. 

The man is Gennadi Roskov, an engin- 
eer from the Embassy's commercial sec- 
tion, Foreign Ministry sources said. He 
has been given until tomorrow to leave. 

Asked to comment on the expulsion 
order —— the third served on a Soviet 
citizen in three years — the Soviet Em- 
bassy said: “We know nothing about it” 

Two Italian Foreign Ministry employees 
and twa businesamen accused of giving 
Roskoy documents relating to Italy's nuc- 
Jear programme, the Common Market and 
Euratom, have also been detained. One of 
them, Ardens Polastri, 48, a duplicating 
machine operator at the Foreign Ministry 
had been under surveillance since last 
May, when officials checked his machine’s 
counter and found he bad been making 
extra copies of secret documents. 

Documents normally handled by Pola- 
stri belonged to the Ministry's Beonomic 
Affairs Department, but he obtained other - 
documents from a Ministry archivist, 
Aurelio Pasquali, 54, who was also de- 
tained. A τ

agents followed Polastri to a bridge on 
the Tiber last Thursday and detained him

Two Syrian 
soldiers die 
in clash

TEL AVIV. — Two Syrian soldiers were 
Killed in a clash near Hisfin, in the 
south-eastern Golan Heights, late on Sa- 
Turday night.

The bodies of the two Syrians will be 
returned at a point east of Kuneitra to- 
day, 

An Israel Army half track struck a 
mine planted on a dirt track one kilo- 
metre east of Ashdot Ya‘acov on Sunday 
morning. There were no casualties. The 
vehicle was slightly damaged. 

Immediately after the mine went off 
Jordanian snipers opened fire. Our units 
in the area returned the fire. The ex- 
change Jasted a few minutes. A second 
mine was later discovered nearby. and 
was exploded by sappers without causing 
any damage. 

A Post reporter in Tiberias says that 
a bazooka rocket was fired at an army 
half track, on a routine patrol near the 
Yarmuk River at 10.30 on Sunday morn- 
ing. Nobody was hurt. 

At the same time the Jordanians opev- 
ed submachinegun.fire on tractors work- 
ing in the land at Kibbutz Sha’ar Hago- 
lan.

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Brutality | charge against

LONDON (Renter). — Prime Minister Harold Wilson called yesterday for 2 
report on the Northern Ireland riots in which police were accused of ‘wading 
into demonstrators with “Chicago-style ferocity.” ; ἢ 


Mr. Wilson asked for an appraisal of 
the situation Liga goer Maser ee an 
Callaghan, but ἢ wi 
about it was far from clear. Under the 
1920 Government of Northern ‘Yeland, 
the counttes of Northern Ireland were 
accorded full responsibility for internal af- 
fairs. Only matters relating to defence 
and foreign relations remained vested 
with the British Government, 

Tn practice, howsver strong pressure 
could ‘be brought on the Ulster Adminis- 
tration. In extreme circumstances the 
British Government could amend the 1920 
legislation. More than 80 people were in- 
jured in two days of rioting over the 
week-end at Londonderry, the second larg- 
est city of the region. Police were ac- 
eused of clubbing old women and of strik- 
ing fallen males in the groin. 


HISTORY TO STEIFE 


The rivts stemmed from a long history 
of strife between Catholics and the ruling 
Protestant faction in Northern Ireland. 
The demonstrators were Catholic, protest- 
ing that their civil rights in jobs and 
housing were being systematically whit- 
tled away by Protestant authorities. 

The Catholics were forbidden to stage 
their demonstration on Saturday. When 
they defied the order the police went into 
action with, what some eye-witnesses 
said, was a brutality reminiscent of the 
Chicago police in the riots of last Aug- 
ust. 

The eye-witnesses included three British 
Members of Parliament, one of whom 
claimed he was clubbed to the ground. 
Further scattered riots broke out on Sun- 
day night, and yesterday ἃ fire was start- 
ed at a police hall 

Northern Ireland authorities denied that 
the police had used brutality. The Region- 
al Prime Minister, Captain Terrence O'Nell, 
said @ visit to Leicester, England, 
yesterday that if the police had not ban- 
ned the march there might have been 
deaths instead of scratches or bruises. 


USSR gains important new 


footholds in 


Middle East 


BEIRUT (AP), — The Soviet Union has won important new footholds in Arab 
eountriea in the 16 months since the Six Day War in June last year. 


The Russlans have rearmed Egypt, 
Syria and Iraq, and increased the Soviet 
presence there. They are active in seven 
out of the Arab League's 14 states — 
Egypt, Syria, Iraq, Yemen, South Yemen, 
Algeria. and Sudan. The Kremlin hag also 
‘increased its naval presence In the Eastern 
Mediterranean to a record 45 ships, in- 
cluding the aircraft-carrier Moskva, which 
is capable of landing marines by helicopter. 

Unconfirmed reports say the Soviets 
are surveying the Syrian port of Tartug 
with a view to esta! facilities there. 
Soviet ships are said to have already es- 
tablished a permanent preseuce in Alex- 
andria and Port Said. 


RECENT INVOLVEMENTS 

Most recently involved with the Soviet 
Union are Yemen, Sudan and the former 
British colony of Aden, now called the 
South Yemen People's Republic. Last De~ 
cember, when the pull-out of Egyptian 
troops from Yemen was imminent, the 
Russians agreed to supply the Republican 
Government with a squadron each of fight- 
ers and bombers. In April, a shipment of 
22 tanks plus rocket-equipped armoured 
vehicles, self-propelled guns and ammuni- 
tion arrived in Yemen. Now the Yemen 
Premier and strongman, Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral Hassan el-Amri, has just returned from 
Moscow where he has reached a new ag- 
reement, 

A communique issued in Moscow on 
Sunday said: The two sides “discussed 
questions of further Soviet aid and assist- 
ance to the Arab Republic of Yemen in 
strengthening its defences for a success- 
ful rebuff to the unceasing machinations 
of the imperialist and other reactionary 
forces.” 

Sudan has signed 2 $96m. agreement 
with Russia for arms, including Mig jets, 
anti-aircraft weapons, and tanks. Sudanese 
officers are in the Soviet Union for train- 
ing. Following approval of the arms deal 
in July, a new Soviet Ambassador was ap- 
pointed in Khartoum because, in the 
words of “Pravda,” “the atmosphere [9 
becoming ever more favourable for the 
development of cooperation” between Su- 
dan and the Communist countries. Sudan 
formerly bought its arms largely from 
Britain. 

SOUTH YEMEN'S ‘THREAT’ 


South Yemen wrested independence from 
Britain last November and a leftist gov- 
ernment was instalied. It promptly threat-~ 
ened to block the Red Sea’s southern out- 
fet to Israeli shipping, although this re- 
mained no more than a threat. 

Three moaths later, the Government 
dismissed 40 British pilots, naval specialists 
and army advisers for allegedly being 
“sples and counter-revolutionaries.” In 
late March, a Soviet military delegation 
came to Aden to study Its defence needs, 
followed by the first Sovict Ambassador 
@t the end of April. 

Four months later, the impoverished 
Government signed a military and tech- 
nical assistance agreement with the 
Soviets, A gift shipment of 4,000 small 
automatic weapons and 65 military vehicles 
had arrived in July. 

The Iraqi Government, whose army is 
mostly Soviet-supplied, last February en- 
tered into negotiations with France for 
Mirage fighters and armoured cars. The 
new regime. which took over after a coup 
ja July, took a hard new look at the pro- 
posed deal and apparently decided to con- 
tinue with Russia. t 

An Iraqi military delegation under the 
Chief of Staff, Major-General Ibrahim An- 
cari, has just visited Moscow, presumably 
eecking new arms to bolster Iraqi troops 
in Jordan.

MOSCOW (Reuter). — A total eclipse 
of the moon lasting 91 minutes was 
observed by Soviet scientists near the 
Far Eastern city of Ussurisk on Fri- 
day, the Soviet news agemcy Tass re- 


Tass said Scientists at an astrono- 
mica] station near the town, about 30 
kms. north of Viadivostok, made 30 
estimates of the moon's luminosity dur- 
ing the eclipse. 


‘Bishop’ held for 
kidnap, rape 


NEW YORK (Reuter). — A self-styled 
bishop was held on rape and kidnap 
charges here Sunday after a British-born 
blonde had told the police that he held 
her captive in his “church” for seven 
Months. 

Police said that when the blonde bank 
clerk led them to the four-storey Brook- 
lyn suburban home of 43-year-old Negro, 
Vernon Legrand, they found about 50 
‘Women and children inside. Legrand in- 
troduced them as his wives and children. 

The blonde told the police that she was 
suatched from her home and takea to 
Legrand’s church of St. John four days 
after meeting him at a party last Feb- 
ruary. She said she was held prisoner at 
the church throughout the summer, and 
was only allowed to leave if accompanied 
by Legrand or his chauffeur and two of 
his “nuns.” 

She escaped early on Sunday after two 
unsuccesful attempts. 


MOST OPPOSE RELEASE 
OF RELIGIOUS GIRLS 


Jerngalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Two-thirds of the Israel 
public are against releasing religious girls 
from military service, according to a sur- 
vey published by ‘Public Opinion Re- 
search of Israel Ltd.” 

The poll, commissioned by the London 
“Jewish Chronicle" syndicate, found that 
G4 per cent of Israelis were opposed to 
releasing Orthodox girls from national 
service, 12 per cent opposed sending all 
girls to the army and eight per cent ob- 
jected to religious girls in uniform. 

Another eight per cent, however, were 
ready to substitute for some sort of com- 
pulsory civiHan, instead of army, national 
service for the religious girls, Only three 
per cent had no clear views on this issue.

WASHINGTON (Ofns). —

The General, who once called for 
“hombing. Vietnam back into the 
Stone Age,” refused, when he was 
introduced to the press in Pittsburgh. 
by Gov. Wallace, to rule out or repu- 
diate the’ use of nuclear weapons in 
ary war in which America was en- 
aged. Admittedly, General LeMay fi- 
nally got round to remarking: “I do 
not believe nuclear weapons are ne- 
cessary in Vietnam” — but: by then 
the damage had been done. 

The General is patently neither a 
very articulate nor nimble politician. 
He had already talked of the ““Amer- 
ican phobia about nuclear weapons,” 
had declared his belief that to him, 
and to ali other military men, they 
were “just another weapon in the ar- 
senal.” He had also proclaimed his 
own conviction that “‘when you get 
into a war you must get into it with 
both feet.” 

Gen. LeMay’s political debut was 
not exactly a happy one, a fact 
that even Gov. Wallace seemed to 
acknow! when at the end of the 
press erence he stepped in to 
announce: “Gen. LeMay had not ad~

Before that, in the 
late 1940s, he was perhaps the best- 
Imown advocate on Capitol Hill of 
a preventive war against the Rus- 
sians. In his book he makes no se- 
cret of his regret that the U.S. did 
not use the period before the Soviet 
Union got its own atomic bomb and 
achieved a nuclear stockpile to issue 
an ultimatum to the ΕῚ in to with- 
draw from Esstern Europe and “be- 
have your damn selves from this mo- 
ment forth.”

of illegitimacy New Left’s attitude toward Israel

BERLIN (Ofns). — 
tL. in West Germany, in 
in contrast with some other Euro- 
pean countries including Eritain, is de- 
creasing. One in every 17 babies born in 
West Germany is illegitimate compared 

with one in every 13 ten years ago. 

The main reason for this ja belleved to 
‘be the enforced ties between an ilegiti- 
mate child and its father. Now these will 
be further strengthened if a Government- 
Sponsored Bill beconies law, 

In West Germany since 1946, establish- 
ing paternity has been the responsibility 
of a Government department, the Jugend- 
amt (Youth Office), at this office claims 
to be successful in most cases. Rates of 
maintenance pay extracted from the fa- 
ther range in different areas of Germany 
from DMé5 to DM125 (about IL5¢ to 
1100) a month, and the Jugendamt acts 
acts as guardian to all ilegitimate chid- 
ren, 

According. to Verband Ledigen Mutter, 
which is @ pressure group working for 

Mothers, most of them are 
thrown out of their homes, but only about 
one in ten goes into ἃ mother-and-baby 
home. This ἃ of home is regarded as 
ἃ last resort. It costs about £1 a day and 
the standards are low. 

Most girls struggle on, living in rooms 
and working as long as possible. Highty 
per cent of unmarried mothers go out to 
work compared with 30 per cent of mar- 
ried mothers. 

‘The Jugendamt is much disliked. Atti- 
tudes among socisl workers vary, but 
there is general disapproval of authori- 
tarlanism in the treatment of both pa- 
rents and children. Indeed the threat of 
getting involved with the Jugendami is 
often enough to perauade the father to 
make a private contract, - acknowledging 
patemity and fixing terms of support 
which may well be more generous than 
the official rates. In exchange the mother 
undertakes not to reveal his name to the 
Jugendamt, ἡ 

This means that she never gets the 
Suardidnship of the child, but it is rare 
to get it anyway. 

Few illegitimate children in West Ger- 
many aré adopted. Some 92 per cent of 
them etay with their mothers. About four 
per cent are in institutions. 

Germany is better provided than somn 
countries — Britain, for example —- with 
creches and kindergartens. Kindergarten 
Places exist for almost all children over 
the age of three years, and will take 
children from 8 a.m. till 4 pm. and they 
are not expensive. Cueches are fewer and 
Toore expensive, costing from DM150 to 
DM280 (1L125 to 230) a month. 

More than 40 per.eent — and in some 
areas up to 90 per cent — of 811 first- 
born babies of a marriage are concelyed 
before the wedding. But Frau Luise Schof- 
fel, of the Verband Ledigen Mutter, dis- 
counts the popular theory that there is a 
hangover in rural areas of the age-old 
custom of ensuring before marriage that 
the bride is fertile. The highest rate for 
pre-marital conception are in the big ci- 
tes — Frankfurt, Munich and Hamburg. 

That marriage ig often brought about 
only because of ἃ pregnancy is indicated 
by-the divorce rate. The courts are reluc- 
tant to grant petitions, especially when

Hight athletes were treated for heat ex- 
haustion in Mexico City after taking part 
in the track and field trials fast Fri- 
day. It was the first time that the heat of 
the gun had really been felt since the ath- 
letes arrived in the Olympic Village. The 
sun, however, did not seem to affect Mexi- 
co's Juan Martinez, who turned in the 
fastest time ever, at high altitude, for the 
5,000 metres. He beat Kenyan Naftali Te- 
mu, the Commonwealth six miles cham- 
pion and one of the favorites for the ti- 
tle, with a time of 13 min. 59.8. Temu 
clocked 14 min. 3.0. The other outstand- 
ing performance of the trials was put up 
by the Cuban women's sprint quartet 
which equalled the world record of 43.6 
for the 4x100 held jointly by Russia 
and Poland.

The London Theatre _ me = 
SEX REPLACES ISSUES AS 
BRITONS LIVE AND LAUGH 


ΤΕ it is true that the world’s 2 stage, 
the stage is also a world — and if 
the London theatre today is ἃ reflection 
of the British condition, the picture isn't 
preity. : 

The conclusion one reaches after the 
epate of musicals, comedies, farcés and 
fairytales that occupy the 50 West End 
theatres ig that Britons are using the 
stage to escape from their problems or to 
Jutl themselves with laughter into shirk- 
ing the issues. 

“A season of cheap yainkillers,” ane 
critic called the theatre fare offered. In- 
deed, only about three-and-a-half plays and 
one-and-a-half Musicals attempt to grap- 
ple with reality ‘at all. 

Asa anodyne, London has dis- 
covered ἃ new region of the sex theme, 
Whether imported or homegrown, it is 
libidinous and lascivious, heterosexual and 
homosexual, 

The fact that censorship by the Lord 
Chancellor has just ended has opened up 
new prospects for the exploitation of new 
suggestions, and nuances ip these fields. 
At the moment ié is difficult to see how 
they can be extended, but there is no 
knowing the ingenuity of playwrights, 
producers and actors, once they find 2 
payable vein, They will surely take ad- 
vantage of their new licence —- and the 
public is certainly ready for a good 
swallow. 

What would have horrified the British 
public ten years ago ie now regarded ag 
commonplace, Today's shocker may look 
tame in ten years’ time. Indeed, nothing 
seems to ahock anyone any more. 

Those eternal little oki ladies who at- 


: tend matinees still order thelr teatrays 


for the intervals and, whatever may be 
going on stage — πὸ holds barred — 
they miss not a drop of their enjoyment. 
Tourists in holiday mood, coach parties 
spending their annual “outing” in London, 
regular theatregoers and students of dra- 
ma all combine to keep going these of. 
ferings, spiced and sliced with sexual aber- 
rations and adventures, occasionally daring, 
mainly dull. No one raises any protest 
higher than a mild shrug..No one bothers 
to throw thunderbolts in the mame of 
morality. 2 : 

Theatrical convention now accepts not 
only that lust is normal but that devia- 
tions are delightful. From some eources 
one might even conclude that homo sa- 
piens has become homosexual. 

This would not matter so much if the 
plays about promiscuity and perversion 
were good plays. Mostly, however, they 
show a glaring inability to cope with 
the situations they raise. From John Os- 


borne and Peter Ustinov to authors whose 


names are written so small that they 
are hard to find, the general tendency 
is to show sex flouting every sort of 
responsibifity. Sex in Britain — if you 
judge from these plays — is now free not 
only between the sexes but within the 
ar hen & new young playwright 
us, when 
creates a drama about Rimbaud and Ver-

“Spring and Port Wine” by Bill Naugh- 
ton, now running in tts third year — 
and why? Because it too shies away. from 
the problem and offers the soothing syr- 
up that ali will come right in the end. 
Stern parents: will begin to understand 
their offspring — and the young . will 
gettle down to peace and thood and 
forget to be rebellious. The other is “The 
Man Most Likely to...” by Joyce Ray- 
burn. It etarta with a good situation — 
parents confronted by rebellious children, 
who bring their problems (in the shape 
of 8. mistress) home. It then deteriorates 
into a bed-hopping farce, utterly losing 
the origina] theme. 

John Osborne once wrote a brilliant 
study of an angry young man frustrated 
by his fate as 8 have-not. Now,. ease 
“and comfort seem to have turned his che- 
racterg into mouthpieces belching drink- 
sodden and often foul blather about their 
boredom. There ig no action, except in 
the abity of the actors he commands, 
to spur life into his inert pieces. There 
were five people asleep in my row at 
the ormance of “Time Present,” and 
only Paul Scofield’s superb powers kept 
me awake In “The Hotel in Amsterdam.”

doubt, the full vocabulary of Chaucerian 
hawdry will one day be carried onto 
the London etage too. 

The theatre today shows that the neo- 
ple of Britain have turned away from 
thetr problems — fmperlal, international, 
economic, political, social or cosmic, They 
are intent apparently. on examining the 
intimacies of their persona! instincts. It 
js mostly the lower middle classes that 
the theatre ig concerned with — on the 
stage and in the audience. This is oovious- 
ἽΥ 8. consequence of the new prosperity 
in this social stratum. The theatre In 
Lendon today is geared to this stratum 
— and p them in. Prices of seats 
are high but all the theatres seemed full 
within the 33 days and as many shows 
that I went through. 

Only 2bout three-and-a-half plays (as 
I have said) attempt to deal with life 
with any sort of real vision — or true 
ecourege. The most worthwhile of them 
4g “Hadrian VIE" a splendid study of 
a dreamed-up pope. Based on a work by

Ξ'ἝἪο more than 40 years, local 
frultgrowers, immigrants and  insti- 
tutions have’ tried ta grow ‘pineapples. 

* Fruits ‘have been produced and marketed, 
but commercial production has not been 
found feasible. One man founded a com- 
pany for pineapple-growing in South 
Africa and arrived here with equipment 
and tens of thousands of plants — and a 
total Jack of knowledge of local condi- 
tions, Another man “knew” that pine 
apples are’ never irrigated (somewhere 
elise} and planted a few thousand near 
Ramie. After more than 90 per cent had 
died, he found “a new method.” irrigated 
the remainder and saved them. A third 
brought a hardy variety from Puerto 
Rico and grew them for a few years. 
Yieidg were very tow and in spite of 
high prices (in Tel Aviv) he had to 
give up. Local growers tried different soils 
and Iocal climates, some added plastic 
covers. Nobody could make a commercial 
success. 

Mr. Psigoda of Karkur wag the first 
man to have some kind of commercial 
success —- growing pineapples ἔπ a closed 
house, heated in winter. He got a fine 
yleid and the high prices on the local 
market ray have paid his very high 
costs. Prievs of pineapple in the markets 
of the world are very mUch lower than 
production costs here. Nobody has ever 
tried to export the fruit.

and gome nontropical places with very 
even temperatures throughout the year 
and very high humidity. The maia pro- 
ducers are Hawaii, Taiwan, Malaya, tro- 
pical Mexico and tropicat West Africa. 
Additional small producers are Nata] and 
the East London region in South Africa, 
summer-rainfal] eastern Australia and the 
Azores (in glasshouses). Florida ig not a 
commercial pineapple producer and in ad- 
dition has ἃ very different climate (sum- 
Mer rawfall, very high humidity, warmer 
Winters but for occasional frosts}. - 

Tn Israel there are two main problems: 
Δ. the plant does not tolerate ime — 
which Means that the warmest regions 
of the country are out; 2} The plant has 
a very high “minimum temperature need" 
thigher than the bananas which Means 
that It grows during less than six months 
here. Plants usually look very nice in 
Jate summer (now) but suffer too much 
between fall and spring, flower (if at all) 
too late in spring and produce small 
Nlelds of smallish fruits during a short 
Season in fall (against an all-year-round 
harvest in the tropics). 

By growing them in a closed and heat- 
ed house nearly ali the plants can be 
brought to flower and irult in ane cycle. 
The problem of how to go on to the secoud 
cycle has not yet been solved. 

Pineapple plants are not allowed into 
the country without quarantine — for 
Tear of introducing diseases, The quaran- 
tine will need the use of = closed house. 

All this was explained to Mr. Light, 
and we proposed to him to collaborate 
with ue in an experiment to grow pine- 
apples in closed and heated houses, using 
hydroponics to solve the problem of the 
Second cycle. He declined, insisting that 
he knew better.

Pineapples require a light soll (which 
we have) but also an acidic soil with a 
pH of 45 —- which we do not have. 
Except for the Hula area where the soil 
is heavy, there ig ' no place in Israel 
where the soil ig not alkeline. Thig in it- 
self is sufficient to make the profitable 
growing of pineapples in Israel] an absolute 
impossibility. 


Some years ago, I grew pineapples 
here, in the Emek Hefer region, when 
in order to prevent the cuttings from dy- 
ing and to facilitate their growth and 
giving of fruit, we turned the soil acid to 
the required degree through artificial 
means — the use in extremely large 
quantities of cow urine. 

While we managed to get two crops 
of fruit, I would not say that the grow- 
ing of pineapples is economically viable 
if for no other reason than the heavy 
cost involved in changing the chemical 
composition of the soll required by the 
pinapple plant. ω 


Both these letters were referred to Mr. 
Light and he wrote the following comment: 

Sir, — Since the points raised by Dr. 
Steckoll are implicit in Professor Oppen- 
heimer’s treatment of the matter, I shall 
address myself to the points raised by 
Professor Oppenheimer, in the order that 
he raised m. I do so after consulta- 
tion with Dr. Philfp J. Westgate, head of 
the Florida Agriculture Sta- 
tion at Sanford, formerly with the Dole 
Pineapple people of Hawaii, and Dr. 
Scott Ὑ. Stanbaugh, a recognized world 
authority on pineapple and papaya pro- 
duction, whom it ig my intention to bring 
to Israel for our operation. 

1, The experience with the South Af- 
rican variety is not conclusive. No one 
variety would be, this completely apart 
from the question of the methods used. 
(Incidentally, what happened to the 10 
per cent of the crop which was saved 
by a “new method” in Ramle?) The 
Puerto Rico variety, Known as the Red 
Spanish, is of far lesser desirability. We 
have no intention of bringing this variety 
to Israel. 

2. Growing pineapples indoors proves 
nothing. For Israel it would be econo- 
mically unfeasible. In heated indoors, one 
can as well grow them in Alaska 

3. Pineapples are not necessarily. 2 tro- 
pical, but as well a semi-tropical fruit. 
In fact, excessive heat can do harm, 
just as excessive cold. 

4 Acid soll ig proferable but not es- 
sential, because pineapples draw little 
nourishment from the soil, they feed 
through the leaves and crown. Moreover, 
there sare Inexpensive methods, especially 
with proper fertilizers, which can make up 
the difference. Florida soll, for example, 
is limestone-alkaline and as far back as 
1900, Florida shipped over a, million cases 
per season. In fact, at Delray Beach they 
grow pineapples today in beach sand, 
highly alkaline, with prevailing ocean 
salt-wash lending the desired effect. 

5. It ia true that Florida is today not 
much of & commercial producer of pine- 
apples but this has nothing to do with 
the success of growing them. What made 
the big change was the boom in Florida 
real estate. Coastal land, bier most of 
the pineapple growing is done, came up 
to some $20,000 an acre. Naturally it 
was no longer feasible to continue grow- 
jog pineapples on land which attained 
such value. At that, there are still se- 
veral hundred acres of pineapples grown 
in Florida. 

6. It is clearly understood that plants 
brought into the country would be pro- 
perly fumigated and so certified by. the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture before 
shipping them. If the Israelt Department 
of Ariculture requests that they be fumi- 


gated again upon landing in Israel, we 
shall of course do 40. 

7 Mr. Ticho's letter is altogether a 
mystery. There was a elight mistmder~ 
standing in the original article. It wasn't 
Mr. Ticho who introduced Otto Steiner 
to us but we who introduced Mr. Steiner 
to him. However, Mr. Ticho had been 
most enthusiastic when I first discussed 
the matter with him. In fact it was he 
who drew up the detailed plan of the 
proposed experiment in Karkur, under 
glass, referred to by Professor: Oppenhet-~ 
mer. For reasons Mentioned above, this 
would not have served the purposes we 
sought. There are a half dozen pine- 
apple varieties which should be tried — 
and they should be tried in as many 
parts of the country — and certainly 
not in hot houses where, even if suc- 
cessful, it would be economically un- 
avallmg. It was at this point that Mr. 
Ticho became disenchanted and evidently 
took the attitude that iy it wasn’t going 
to be tried his way he would have no 
part of it — an attitude which came to 
light after The Post article. This is cer- 
tainly his prerogative, as a result of 
which we decided to go it alone — and 
so informed his Department. We were

I only want to bring to your attention 
the serious consequences which may re- 
sult from your attitude and the burt 
which you may bring to your country 
through the discouragement of private 
wmvestments in general and the loss of 
David Light in particular. This, complete- 
ly apart from the possible undoing of a 
pineapple industry in Israel in which Mr. 
Light's position may after all be right, 
‘however meager you regard the chances 
to be. 


It is not our aim to evoke your agrer- 
ment where you disagree. If you feel 
that your department cannot see its way 
clear to undertake any experiment other 
than that oullined by Mr. Ticho, that is 
understandable. It means that we shall 
have to carry on independently. At the 
@ame time, I can see no reason why you 
shovld want to diasuade someone who 
believes in a project from which no one 
but he can possibly lose — and he 18 
fully prepared to do so.. To brush him 
off in thig manner can not but exert a 
depressing effect upon the project and 
upon the people of our community who 
are keenly aware of it. 

I trust you will give all the above due 

consideration, We shall keep you advised 
of developments if you so wish it.

T ble for coordinating the massive re- 
lief operation on both sides of. the Ni- 
gerlan civil war, which is now in its fi- 
nal and most bitter phase, has bean severe- 
ly criticised from 811 sides, But here in 
and sround Enugu it is beginning to 
make a real impact.

BESIEGED FARMER FACES 
CHARGES OF WOUNDING 


Special to The Jerusalem Post 


LONDON, — John James, 28, the Shrop- 
shire farmer who held off police outside 
his farmhouse for 17 dayy, has been 
charged in a Shrewsbury: court with un- 
lawful wounding of a fire officer. He 
Spent Friday night in jail, after the siege 
ended suddenly at 3 p.m. Friday. 

The police's vigil ended afler the besieg- 
ed man’s brother and sister-in-law enter- 
ed the house in the afternoon, as they had 
during the 17 days. 

Shortly thereafter, John James’ shotgun 
was thrown out of the window of the 
house, and 11 policemen rushed in. 

“We forced the back door, which was 
locked and barricaded with a table and a 


trunk,” a constuble who took part in the 
charge said. “Mrs. Jumes was in the kit- 
chen erying, and so were at least two iof 
the couple's four} children. The others 
had scampered off somewhere else in the 
house, but James himself had gone up- 
stairs." He did not resist when taken 
from the house. 

Police said they had plonned the raid 
to take place later — on Sunday morno- 
ing — but moved when the opportunity 
presented itself. Police officials said that 
Michacl James, the man's brother, had 
heen given no specific instructions on ac- 
tion to end the siege. 

Mrs. James and the children were taken 
from the house. They were not injured, 


De Gaulle top aides meet 
on Citroen-Fiat merger plan 


PARIS (AP). —- President Charies de 
Gaulle held a top-level Government meet- 
ing last week over the proposed merger 
between the French automobile firm Ci- 
troen and Fiat of Italy, which the French 
Government is sald to oppose.

Only Cabinet 
approval for 
revenue post

“The Cabinet declded on Sunday that the 
post of Director of the State Revenue Ad- 
Munistration witt be added te the list of 
appointments which are subject to Cabinet 
approval] and not subject to internal or 
public tenders. 

The amendment to the 1959 Civil Service 
Appolntments Bill to this effect will enable 
Finance Minister Ze'ev Sharef to propose 
the appointment of Tel Aviv Assessing 
Officer Moshe Neuderfer as successor to 
the outgolag Director of the State Revenue 
Administration, Mr. Simha Gafni The 
amendment to the bu! was proposed to 
the Cabinet by Mr. Sharef and was done 
in coerdinstion with Mr. Gafni, lt is 
learned. 

The new appointment of Mr. Neuderfer 
was not Mentioned on Sunday and will be 
submitted to the Cabinet only at 8. later 
stage. Mr. Neuderfer served ag Assistant 
Income Tax Commissioner several years 
ago when Mr. Sharef himself was Direc- 
tor of the State Revenue Administration 
and both worked in close cooperation at 
the time. 

Mr. Ya'acov Tamir, the Income Tax 
Commissioner, who js senior to Mr. Neu- 
derfer and was thought by sofme circles 
to be the logical candidate to succeed Mr. 
Gafni, has decided to remain in his post, 
it was learned last night. 

The posts which are subject to Cabinet 
approval include the Attorney-General, the 
Government Secretary, the Director of the 
Budget Department, Ambassadors, Dis- 
trict Commissioners and Cousulis-General. 

The Cabinet on Sunday also decided to 
co-opt Housing Minister Mordechai Bentov 
and Minister without Portfolio Yosef 
Saphir to the special committee in charge 
of preparations for the 100th anniversary 
of the establishment of the Mikveh Yis- 
rael agricultural school. They were ap- 
pointed in June and it is headed by Agricul- 
ture Minister Haim Gvati. Its other meim- 
bers are Finance Minister Sharef, Educa- 
tion Minister Aranne and Mrs. Hadassah 
Samuel, Mr. Yosef Efratt and Mr. David 
Beit-Aryeh.

Mapam said bowing to 
Labour on Histadrut issue

TEL AVIV.—Mapam is submitting to Labour Party demands on the alignment in 
the Histadrut, it was learned from Labour Party circles last night. The Mapem 
leadership has apparently retreated from its previous insistence on an indepen- 
dent Histadrut faction as one of its main conditions for an alignment agreement. 


This ls taken as Indicative of the willng- 
ness of the Mapam leadership to make 
concessions to avoid a failure of the 
alignment talks. Apparently Mapam Party 
headquarters have reports of drastic losses 
it can expect if it runs an independent 
ticket to the polls next year. 

This change followed a meeting on the 
eve of Succot between Mapam leaders and 
Histadrut Secretary-General Aharon Bec- 
ker, who is in charge of Labour Party 
negotiations on the Histadrut level. The 
Mapam leaders were ready to accept Mr. 
Becker's offer that instead of an inde- 
pendent status they would enjoy the right 
to vote against the Labour Party in the 
Histadrut on a range of issues such as the 
C-o-L allowance payment, strike restraint 
and wage pause policies, 

Meanwhile, Intensive behind-the-scenes 
activities continue inside the Labour Par- 
ty. as the deadline for the vote on the 
alignment approaches. A compromise pro- 
posal is reportedly being mooted by Mr. 
Reuven Barkatt, M.K., between the various 
opposing sides in the party but details 
were not as yet divulged. 

Premier Eshkol Js convening 3 meeting 
of the plenum of the Labour Party negoti- 
ating team for Thursday to vote on Ma- 
pam’s terms. He hopes to have a clear 
picture of party opinion in time for the 
return front abroad, scheduled for next 
Sunday. of Party Secretary-General Pin- 
has Sapir. 

There are conflicting reports of Mr. Esh-

Mr. Eshkol also met with Mayor 
Abba Khoushy on Succot eve in what was 
described as a cordial atmosphere, with 
Mr. Khoushy reiterating his opposition to
